Terrific Cyclone in Missouri. 
On the afternoon of April 18 the town of 
BrownsviOe, Salina County, Mo., was almost 
entirely devastated by one of those terrible tor- 
nadoes that have become so frequent in some 
) Western States. A drizzling rain was 
5 when suddenly it grew very dark and 
oppressive. A rumbling noise and the rapid 
approach of a funnel-shaped cloud from the 
southwest was observed and a moment later 
s were raised from their founda- 
and smashed to atoms. Trees 
uprooted and twisted off close to the 
ground, and animals and persons picked np and 
carried for yards through the air, then dropped, 
bruised and bleeding, to the ground. The track 
of the cyclone was about one hundred and fifty 
yards wide, and extended from the southwest- 
ern to the northeastern limits of the town, 
totally destroying over twenty of the principle 
ess houses and dwellings. Two large 

ess blocks of two-story brick bnildings in 

the northern part of the town were torn com- 
pletely to atoms, and the debris scattered in 
every direction. Frame dwellings were drawn 
into the seething vortex and crushed like sgg 
shells, and the heavy timbers carritd for hun- 
dreds of yards. The number of persons killed 
outright as far as can be leaned at this time is 
seven, and at least thirty-five more are 
badly injured, some severely and fatally.

Story of the Jeannette. 

The San Francisco Call publishes a letter 
from Dr. C. H. Ledyard, an American, now iu 
Siberia, who met Lieut. Danenhower at Irk- 
outsk. From Danenhower Ledyard learned 
many interesting facts concerning the Jeannette, 

' ch he gives as follows: 

Since the first fall, when they were caught 

. the ice in trying to reach Herald Island, 
they have never taken a course, but were held 
as in the Jaws of death; squeezed until 
every timber quivered, turned this way 
and that thrown, floating, and then caught 
again, and every hour in suspense; never 
knowing when the ice would close upon 
them a little more and the deck sink 
beneath them. Throughout this strain they 
were well and trying to be cheerful, working 
very hard, for the engine and the men were 
barejy able to keep the water out They had 
to pump for a year and a half. On June 11, 
1881, the crisis came. The ship showed 
greater straining than before, the deck quiv- 
ered and inexplicable movements warned 
them. They prepared their boats and 
made their camp beside the vessel. She 
rose and turned in her cradle till the 
yards touched the ice; then the rigging 
gave way and the masts lay prostrate. At 
4 o'clock in the morning the floe parted, and all 
went down. A cry of alarm called all to escape 
from the crevice in the ice. It opened just 
through the Captain's tent TDen began a 
retreat Twenty-nine days they struggled 
southward. Three hundred miles of broken ice 
were thus passed over. Four miles a day waa 
thought good fortune. After one series of 
fourteen days they were twenty-seven miles 
further north than at first While working

ACROSS FRANCE IN WINTER TIME. 

To diffusive and extravagant Ameri- 
cans the most striking features of the 
country are the compactness of the hab- 
itations and the extreme economy — I 
may almost say the parsimony— of the 
method of tillage. Every square foot 
of ground is put to use ; has been in use 
for unnumbered generations. Here and 
there in the distance appear patches of 
wood, carefully preserved and guarded, 
but the rest of the land is almost bare 
of shade. There is no brush or tangle 
of weed and wild flower by the road- 
side, no thicket by the stream. The last 
of these trespassers were eradicated 
ages ago, along with the last stump. 
A gray stone-wall borders the highway. 
The cross-roads are often sunk two or 
three feet below the general level Nar- 
row ridges of earth mark the boundaries 
of the fields, and the furrows are driven 
so close to them that it is a wonder how 
the plow is turned. Single rows of pop- 
lars stretch with exasperating regularity 
across the landscape. They are trimmed 
close, and sometimes every twig is re- 
moved except a bunch at the extreme 
top; then they look like liberty poles 
with bushes tied to them. There are 
willows by the brook, but they are pol- 
lard-willows, kept for their twigs, which 
are scrupulously cut off, and they lift 
their scarred and knotted trunks, like 
hands from which all the fingers have 
been amputated. One beauty of the 
country is in its fertility and the varied 
contour of the ground ; but the traveler 
who looks upon it cannot help longing 
for a little of nature's luxuriant irregu- 
larity, and thinking how much more 
lovely the meadow would be if a clump 
of alders grew by the water, and a maze 
of clematis and bind- weed covered the 
boundary wall. We passed a village 
built in terraces upon a ridge of lime- 
stone. The rock under the houses was 
perforated with caverns closed by wood- 
en doors, and used apparently as stables 
or store-rooms. — / Jt. G. Hassard's 
letter to the New York Tribune.
